Had Fie Contracts 
McGowan operates a cold stor­ 
age plant, fruit farm and apple 
buying business in Marlborough. 
For the past 25 years he had been 
tai the apple business. 
He con­ 
tends that he entered into con­ 
tracts to supply New York pie 
makers with apples during the 
1948-49 season and to fill that con­ 
tract he contracted to take all the 
apples the fruit growers supplied 
tn t GX.F. under a contract be­ 
tween the farmers and the G X F., 
a t their Macedon plant in Wayne 
county. 
McGowan contends that his con­ 
tract with the pie makers was to 
supply them with 70,000 bushels 
of pie apples.

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RUSSIA REALLY HAS A-BOMB 
If there have been any lingering doubts 
among Americans about Russia having the 
atomic bomb, recent stories appearing in 
the U. S. press should have dispelled them. 
We have more detail now, for instance, on 
how the government decided Moscow had 
exploded a bomb. 
To begin with, seismographic stations— 
earthquake detectors—were on the alert all 
around the globe for any unusual disturb­ 
ances. They recorded one in central Siberia 
in mkt- J949. - 
. , 
Secondly, an A-bomb hurls radioactive 
substances high into the upper atmosphere, 
whereupon they are carried around the 
world. Scientific stations strategically placed 
were able to detect these particles after the 
explosion occurred. Once their presence was 
known, larger samples of the upper air were 
captured by pishes and special balloons. 
Ita l a group of the nation’s top atomic 
scientists examined the samples with ex 
haustive care. They paid particular atten­ 
tion to the possibility the Rushans might 
have accidentally discharged an atomic pile 
while trying to make a bomb. 
They concluded unanimously that it was 
actually a bomb. The metallic content of 
the air would not fit atty other conclusion, 
indeed, wnen use scisnttics reported to Presi­ 
dent Truman, they told him that lf it wasn't 
a bomb they couldn't imagine what it was. 
Since that time, reliable Intelligence 
sources have confinrMi vtyjtfc convictions 
and have led our top mimic officials to be­ 
lieve the Soviet Union is producing about 
two A-bombs a month. 
Despite all this, politicians both here and 
la Europe have been casting dcnibt on Soviet 
A-bomb progress. Some. have questioned 
whether Russia really has a bomb “in 
production.'' 
Th answer the doubters, Gordon Dean, 
chairman of the U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, recently reaffirmed these carefully 
considered estimates of Russian bomb out­ 
put He predicted that by the end of 1951 
the Soviet Union would have a stockpile of 
nearly 60 bombs. 
His reply was unequivocal and it fits ex­ 
actly the two-a-month estimate offered ear­ 
lier. In the light of this and other sober 
declarations by mal in the best position to 
know, it would seem there's nq room any 
more for dreaming that it “Just ain't so." 
Our own stockpile Is variously estimated 
at from 350 to more than 1,000 bombs. 
Hence we’ll still have a vast numerical 
superiority *over Russia at the end of this 
year. 
But when that time arrives, we can no 
longer think of delivering an A-bomb attack 
on Russia without suffering painful retalia­ 
tion upon our own cities. For no air (Menas 
can keep all the bombs away, and Russia 
will then have enough to hurt us severely. 


CRIME OF SPEECH 
There is a new crime In the Russian satel­ 
lite countries, “war-mongering," punishable 
by imprisonment up to 25 years. Czechoslo­ 
vakia, Hungary, East Germany and Ro- 
nanla have all recently placed this new 
alme on their statute books. They can 
saltily have taken the same action simul- 
:aneouaiy without direction from Moscow. 
Why this new law should have been passed 
is not at all clear. All these lackeys to the 
Kremlin now arrest, imprison and execute 
citizens as they please. They give no ex­ 
planation, nor can they be made to do so. 
Why Is not this freedom of punishment 
enough? What power can any new law give 
them that they do not already possess? It 
is, perhaps, the power of propaganda.

A 
prest advance in medicine has been the 
development of synthetic copies of many of 
the important drugs which are scarce or 
costly in their original form. The synthetics 
save made possible much wider application 
of such drugs. 
But if synthetics have cured headaches, 
they also have created them.

has the constitutional power in the matter. Some 
further contend that American troops may not be 
tent to Europe without the consent of Compress. 
President Truman contends that the President 
possesses implied powers; that unless the Consti­ 
tution specifically forbids him to take an action, ho 
can do ■“anything" that he deems it necessary to do. 
Involved in. all this are the treaty-making pow­ 
ers of the President, requiring, ratification bv the 
Senate. A treaty becomes the law of the land. The 
issue over the North Atlantic treaty raises the fur­ 
ther question as to whether representatives of the 
administration did or did not lie to the Senate as to 
the nature of our commitments. 
As a practical proposition, the President can do 
just about anything. 
Only three restraints are 
placed upon him: 
1. 
Congressional reprisal by a failure to vote 
him money; 
2. Supreme Court decision on an action which 
Invoivas a provision of the Constitution; 
9. An impeachment of the President. 
AU three are not within practicality in relation 
to the matters now being discussed In “the great 
debate.” With Americana being killed in war, no 
Congress will refuse to vote funds for military ac­ 
tion. A Supreme Court decision takes a long time, 
particularly dp a complicated matter of a presiden­ 
tial implementation of a treaty. It is doubtful 
whether the Supreme Court would consider the 
question of a treaty being used as a subterfuge to 
void the authority of Congress. 
Even if lawyers 
found a way to bring such a matter before the Su­ 
preme Court, it would all take so long that it 
would be academic at the moment of decision. His­ 
tory does not wait far the Supreme Court. 
. There has only been one impeachment of a 
President in the United States and it ended in fail­ 
ure. The Constitution provides: 
‘The President, vice-president and all civil of­ 
ficers of the United States, shall be removed from 
office on impeachment for. and conviction of, trea- 
bribery, or other high crimes and miade- 


It also provides: 
“The House of Representatives shall chuse 
their speaker and other officers; and shall have the 
•ole power of Impeachment;” and 
“The Senate snail have the sole power to try all 
Impeachments. When sitting for that purpose, they 
shat! be on oath or affirmation. When the Presi­ 
dent of the United States is tried, the chief justice 
shall preside; and no person shall be convicted 
without the concurrence of two-thirds of the mem-

That is not likely to happen 
in the case of President Truman. 
However, it la expected of the President that he 
will act with restraint that he will possess the 
quail Dis of statesmanship and that he will avoid 
conflicts With Congress that result In a loss of con­ 
fidence In government.

He define* 
a statesman rn a dead politician, and he obviously 
ti a politician who is not dead. But statesmanship, 
In its broadest implication, is the ability to husband 
the nation, to manage its affairs with breadth and 
wisdom.

Next to our . war p olicy is the 
question of inflation. 
And, in order to get into the 
subject of inflation we have to get 
into the comp lex discussion of 
money and credit. 
I say “comp lex,” because most 
p eop le seem to think that any­ 
time a discussion of monetary af­ 
fairs begins it is sure to be over 
their heads. Well, in order to get 
In deep enough to understand 
what makes inflation; we do not 
need to get in over our dep th. 
The simp le fact is that inflation 
stems from too much money. In 
our 
modem 
economic 
society 
money includes bank dep osits, of 
course, because we do most of our 
business with checks in p lace of 
currency. 
Next in order comes “credit,” 
because credit becomes money, 
too. If you go into your bank and 
borrow a thousand dollars the 
loan clerk simp ly enters a de- 
p °« it im yp ur bank book. Thu» , 


money sup p ly by a thousand dol­ 
lars. 
■ 
So 
long 
¿s' 
borrowing 
is 
“cheap ” loans are sure to keep 
rising. At p resent, the rates of in­ 
terest on loans are ridiculously 
low—altogether too low, in fact. 
Prime borrowers (that is, top 
flight corp orations and similar 
gilt-edged borrowers) 
can get 
money as low as 2 Vi p ér cent. 
Obviously, if inflation stems 
from too much money,' then an 
easy way to curtail the. sup p ly 
of money would be to/curb loans. 
And the way to curb loans is to 
make them cost more. 
You 
would 
sup p ose, 
then, 
wouldn’t 
you, 
that 
everyone 
would be in favor of seeing in­ 
terest rates rise sú bstantially, in 
order to stop the ruinous infla­ 
tion? 
I think it is safe to say that 
everybody is in favor of such a 
p olicy, excep t the short-sighted 
officials in Washington, including 
the administration. 
Because of the long years of 
New Deal influences—one p rinci­ 
p le of which was “cheap money” 
—the government heads (and this 
includes the - President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury) will 
not rise up from their cheap - 


They argue that our p ublic debt 
is so enormous that interest rates 
must be low, in order to “service” 
the debt (as they call it, when 
p aying interest) at low cost. 
But they refuse to see that gov­ 
ernment costs, esp ecially rearma­ 
ment costs, are skyrocketing from 
the inflation. The inflated costs 
of running the government are far 
greater than they would be if in­ 
terest rates were higher and infla­ 
tion stop p ed. 
Thus the dilemma. 
The Federal Reserve Bank aiv* 
thorities are in favor of curbing 
loans and in favor of higher in­ 
terest rates. Yet, this agency is 
forced to sup p ort the government 
bond market and hold the long­ 
time rate to 2Vfc% or better. One 
of the governors of the Federal 
Reserve, former Chairman Ecdes, 
p ut the issue in p lain words: 
“In making a cheap money 
market for the Treasury, we can­ 
not avoid making It for every­ 
body. All monetary and credit re­ 
straints are gone under such con­ 
ditions; the Federal Reserve be­ 
comes simp ly an engine of infla­ 
tion.” 
This statement was made over 
a year ago. You can see how ac­ 
curate Mr. Eccles* viewp oint was. 
The Federal Reserve Ôoard has 
tried to curb the money sup p ly, 
but each time the situation re­ 
mains deadlocked. 
- 
The heart of the p ostwar mone­ 
tary dilemma lies in the fact that, 
as the Guaranty Trust Comp any of 
New York p oints out, the p olicies 
of the Federal Reserve System 
can have only limited effect “so 
long as-the Federal Reserve banks 
are obliged to sup p ort the market 
for government securities by tak­ 
ing all the securities offered for 
sale 
w 
Perhap s it will be necessary to 
get some outstanding American, 
whose op inions are resp ected and 
feared in Washington, td come out 
with a blast against the harmful 
financial p olicies of the Adminis­ 
tration. Just as Mr. Hoover stir- 
red up a nationwide debate on 
faulty foreign p olicies, we need to 
get stirred up on money matters 
and inflation.

“How should this hand be bid?” 
asks a Portland, Ore., reader. 
North can make nine ice-cold 
tricks at no-trump , but there are 
only nine tricks at sp ades—so far 
as we can see. 
“West op ened the ten of hearts, 
dummy p ut up the jack and East 
won with the king. East p romp tly 
shifted to the king of Clubs, and 
South let him hold it. East then 
shifted to the eight of diamonds, 
and dummy won with the king. 
“South drew trump s, cashed the 
ace of diamonds, and led another 
diamond, hop ing that East would 
have to lead. 
As it hap p ened, 
West grabbed the trick with the 
queen of diamonds and led a club 
through dummy’s ace-jack. South 
had already lost three tricks and 
had to lose another club trick for 
down one. 
“How should North and South 
bid the hand to get to their best 
contract? Also, could South have 
done better at four sp ades?” 
The bidding question is hard, 
but the p lay question is easy to 
answer. Let’s tackle the hard one 
first. 
North should bid three no-trump 
instead of only two no-trump . The 
hand is surely worth a game bid 
op p osite any reasonable overcall. 
Moreover, such a' jump shows a 
heart holding strong enough to 
stop the enemy cold in their 
tracks. 
There is no guarantee that 
South will p ass to three no-trump . 
Some good p layers would bid four 
sp ades anyway, p artly for the 
honors and p artly for the “safety” 
of a long trump suit.

asks a Portland, Ore., reader. 
“North can make nine ice-cold 
tricks at no-trump, but there are 
only nine tricks at spades—so far 
as we can tee. 
“Weft opened the ten of hearts, 
dummy put up the jack and East 
won with the king. East promptly 
shifted to the king of Clubs, and 
South let him hold it. 
East then 
shifted to the eight of diamonds, 
and dummy won with the king. 
“South drew trumps, cashed the 
ace of diamonds, and led another 
diamond, hoping that East would 
have to lead. 
As it happened, 
West grabbed the trick with the 
queen of diamonds and led a club 
through dummy’s ace-jack. South 
had already lost three tricks and 
had to lose another club trick for 
down one. 
“How should North and South 
bid the hand to get to their best 
contract? Also, could South have 
done better at four spades?" 
The bidding question is hard, 
but the play question is easy to 
answer. Let’s tackle the hard one 
first. 
North should bid three no-trump 
instead of only two no-trump. The 
hand is surely worth a game bid 
opposite any reasonable overcall. 
Moreover, such a jump shows a 
heart holding strong enough to 
stop the enemy cold in their 
tracks. 
There 
is no 
guarantee that 
South will pass to three no-trump. 
Some good players would bid four 
spades anyway, partly for the 
honors and partly for the “safety" 
of a long trump suit. 
I think 
most experts would pass, how­ 
ever, and North would thus get 
his chance to play at three no- 
trump.

Epidemics in Europe Warn 
World of Deadly Flu-Spread

New York, Jan. 16 
—The 
specter of flu is rising again, this 
time with epidemics in Britain, 
Sweden, North Germany and Bel­ 
gium. 
This specter has not failed to 
show every winter for years. 
It 
usually starts in a different place 
than the year before, but shows 
up in spots scattered over enough 
of the world to cause doctors to 
wonder—is this it? 
"It" means a world flu outbreak. 
Despite at least three good, new 
medical remedies doctors are not 
entirely confident they could stop 
one. Yes, they can cope with epi­ 
demics like those now appearing 
in Europe, which affect towns, 
where even half the people get 
sick. 
An 
outbreak 
everywhere 
is j 
called a pandemic, and it is hard 
to realize what one is like, even' 
for those of us who wAit through 
the 1918 flu pandemic. 
In my home in Chicago, my 
wife, three children and myself,! 
were stretched out in bed by flu 
in one night. 
In the morning I 
crawled on my knees, because I 
could not walk, to get them water 
to drink. The doctor was too busy 
to come. Our cases were not seri­ 
ous. 
But you never could predict 
who was going to get flu-pneu-1 
monia, which frequently killed in 
one or two days. 
Many people wore masks, be­ 
cause no one knew where the flu 
infection came from. 
(We still 
are not very sure). In San Fran- j 
cisco everyone wore them until 
Nov ll, the first Armistice Day, 
which filled all America's city 
streets 
with 
shouting, 
singing,, 
laughing crowds. 
You can't sing 
In a mask. San Franciscans took 
them off. What no one knew then 
was that the pandemic was over. 


Dr. Wilson G. Smlllie, of Cor­ 
nell, 
described 
a 
flu-stricken I 
typical city. 
"Not a wheel turned, not a fac­ 
tory ran, not a physician was on 
his feet." 
Struck Entire World 
This pandemic started early in 
1918 in Spain and in the allied 
armies in France. In England the 
first wave of flu hit in June. 
About the same time there were 
epidemics in Japan and China. 
The second wave, more deadly 
than the first, struck seemingly 
almost simultaneously in every 
comer of the world. 
In Europe and the United States j 
this last wave came in the last 
week in August. 
By October I 
hardly a spot on the face of the 
earth had been missed. 
In the 
United States the p a n d e m i c 
reached its peak between October 
12 and October 25, and then slow­ 
ly subsided. 
The statistics of illness and 
death are still a monument to the 
confusion. 
For the world it is 
estimated that 500 million, a quar­ 
ter of the population, had flu with 
15 million deaths. 
But equally 
good estimates says only IOO mil­ 
lion had flu but with 21 million 
deaths. 
In the United States it was es­ 
timated that 20 million had flu 
and that a half million died— 
plus or minus an error of 50 thou­ 
sand deaths. 
. No one knows when flu began. 
But there are medical records of 
pandemics beginning in 1580. Then 
1730, 1780, 1830, 1836, 1847, 1890 
and 1918. 
Caused by Virus 
In 1918 the cause was unknown. 
A clue appeared In 1928 when 
American swine were proved to 
have a form of flu like humans, 
caused by a virus, which is a very 
small protein particle. 
In 1933 British doctors discov­ 


ered a human virus, and named it 
virus A. 
In 1940 American doc­ 
tors discovered another virus, and 
called it virus B. Both cause flu. 
W ith,these two viruses vaccines 
were made, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of World War II soldiers 
proved that the vaccine offered 
some protection though not com­ 
plete. 
But the protection from the 
vaccines is good enough so that 
doctors hope to prevent a pan­ 
demic. This vaccine is one of*the 
medical remedies which’ did not 
exist in 1918. 
The other two are the sulfas 
and penicillin, both for pneumonia. 
No reason is now known why 
these medicines will not protect 
against 
flu-pneumonia, 
just 
as 
against other forms. 
There is one remaining worry. 


Doctors don t know what virus 
caused the 1918 pandemic. They 
can’t prove it was either A or B. 
If it really is virus U (meaning 
unknown) 
then 
there 
may 
be 
trouble ahead.
